Rural Electrification Tturcau 
I'VE ju.d returned from my third 
t trip to the electrified farm of Uie 
elec* c Lght and power comj>ames|at 
the New York World’s Fair. Each time 
1 go, I not only find it more interesting 
and instructive but also I discover 
some hitherto unnoticed application 
of elect! city for making the farmer's 
life more profitable, c o m f o r ta b le , 
ea er and safer. 
Although the farm with its num er­ 
ous outbuildings occupies less than an 
acre of the vast area of the Fair, it is 
no "gentleman’s" or "stunt" farm that 
attracts an average of more than 25,- 
000 visitors a day. Every piece of 
equipment, every use of electricity— 
in the home ¿a 
well as in the farm 
building-,—is of practical, every-day 
vaiuo to the average former and, 
what’s more, well within his means. 
The house 
an attractive two-story 
frame structure surrounded by fruit 
and shade tree:?—fronts on a garden 
which produces all the cut flowers and 
green vegetables that nn average fam­ 
ily can possibly u^e. Space does not 
permit of a detailed description of the 
interior which is furnished and light­ 
ed In the best modern manner. How­ 
ever, I'll attempt to give a few high­ 
lights of the room that attracts the 
m 1 t attention—the kitchen. 
* 
De gned to conserve time, labor 


and footsteps, it is complete in every 
detail with the most modern k.tchen 
conveniences. The eler*ric range, the 
sink with electric garbagt-disposa 1 
unit and the electric dishwasher are 
on the same level, making a complete 
working surface around the room. Of 
course, it a bo is equipped with all of 
Uie smaller appliance? — food mixer, 
coffee maker, waffle iron, toaster and 
many others—as well as a ventilating 
fan which keeps the room cool and 
free of odors. 
Perhaps the outstanding feature of 
the kitchen is the new dual tempera­ 
ture refrigerator. Divided into two 
compartments of approximately 12 
cubic feet each, the temperature on 
one side is held at zero to preserve 
frozen foods of all kinds, while on the 
other it is maintained in the usual re­ 
frigerating range—less than 50 de­ 
grees. Fruits, vegetables, meats and 
poultry thus can be kept for months. 
Watch for my next story in which 
I’ll describe some of the many ways 
in which electricity and electrical 
equipment is making money and re­ 
ducing time and labor in the num er­ 
ous farm buildings. In the meantime,

'A RM ERS having high-line elec­ 
tric service can cut their silage 
costs from 15 to 25 cents per ton by 
using 
a 
portable 
five-horsepower 
motor instead of a 15 to 30-horse­ 
power tractor to operate the cutter. 
Part of that worthwhile saving с >mes 
from greatly decreased power costs— 
the electric motor requiring bu‘ ap­ 
proximately one kw'.-hr. per ton of 
ensilage cut and elevated- -and part 
from the smaller crew ; needed (two 
to eight instead of 12 to 20 men). 
Practically all of the m >dern silage 
cu tters can be succ. 
fully operated 
by a five-horsepower electric motor. 
However, some of the older cutters 
do not have the proper clearance be­ 
tween the ends of the fan wings and 
the fan housing to give satisfactory 
elevation at slow speeds and. os a re ­ 
sult. cannot be driven by a motor of 
such low power. In such cases, and 
especially if the quantity of silage is 
large, it generally will pay to replace 
; the old cutter with one of modern de- 
: sign. • 
* 
I 
Although the pow er required is in ­ 
fluenced by the quality of the fodder, 
the size of the bundles and m ethod 
of feeding, the sue of the cu t and the 
height of the silo, th ere are several 
factors controllable by the operator 


which are of equal or greater im­ 
p o rtan t’. The knives on the cutter 
should be sharpened twice each day 
so that each ret is used for only half 
a day’s run. They should be s e t i ! >sely 
but without striking the shear bar 
which must have a sharp, true edge 
and which should be re\ er ed or re­ 
placed if rounded by wear. 
The .-peed of operation is extremely 
important— the higher it is, the great­ 
er the power required per ton of en­ 
silage. Therefore, the cutter should 
be run at the lowest effective speed 
that will insure against clogging. The 
blower pipe should be kept free of 
dents and must be . et so as to form 
a vertical line from the cutter to the 
elbow. Sharp angles at the cutter or 
bends in the pipe greatly reduce tne 
capacity of the pipe. 
The motor and cutter frame should 
be set level and firmly secured. The 
belt preferably should be of three- 
ply rubber, endless or spliced, should 
not be crossed if po 
bie to avoid it 
and should not be allowed to rub oo 
the cutter frame. The motor should 
pull from the under side, leaving the 
belt slack on top and an idler, if used, 
always should be against the slack 
side of the belt. 
Observation of the foregoing pre­ 
cautions will do much to insure low 
power costs as well as trouble-fre« 
operation.

insulated greenhouse which elimi­ 
nates the need for a central heating 
plant, a community packing and « old 
storage house, and a stationary spray 
pumphouse. Again lack of space pre­ 
vents me from giving any details 
concerning the electrical equipment 
sn those structures. However, I can­ 
not close without briefly mentioning 
one of the outstanding recent devel­ 
opments in the rural field and one 
which has tremendous future possi­ 
bilities for the farmer. 
I refer to the electric freezing 
cabinets, each of which contains 
about 30 cubic feet of freezing and 
storage space—ample for an average 
farm family. With these cabinets, it 
is possible to freeze and keep indefi­ 
nitely such quickly-spoiling foods as 
strawberries, red raspberries and 
sweet com, as well as all other fruits, 
vegetables, meats and poultry. 
If you’d like to see over a hundred 
working examples of the more than 
two hundred ways in which elec­ 
tricity can make your farm life more 
profitable, comfortable, easier and 
safer, don’t fail to visit the electrified 
farm of the electric light and power 
companies at the World’s Fair.

I1TILL the egg production of your 
* » flock decline sharply with the 
coming of winter? Or will there be 
little or no decrease in the number 
of eggs you obtain? Assuming, of 
course, that your hens are free of 
disease, the answer will depend al­ 
most entirely upon whether or net 
your poultry house is wired for elec­ 
tricity. 
What has electricity to do with 
maintaining the laying efficiency of 
your hens? In the first place, they re­ 
quire thirteen to fifteen hours of light 
per day to consume sufficient food to 
lay regularly. When days are short— 
September to Apnl—there is only 
enough natural light to perm.t them 
to eat little more than is necessary 
to keep up their body weight. As a 
result, the production of eggs is 
greatly decreased just when prices 
are highest. 
By using electric lights to artificial­ 
ly increase the working day and thus 
give your hens a normal amount of 
time to exercise and eat, their egg 
production can be kept approximate­ 
ly uniform throughout the winter. 
Although standard light bulbs are 
coiTV**nly used for poultry house ll- 
luminaflon, ultra-violet lamps have 
become increasingly more popular 
during the past several years. These 
also furnish an invisible light that 
supplies the necessary quantities of 


Vitamin D—an essential to strong, 
healthy birds and to more rggs with 
a greater percentage of hatchability 
and fertility. 
A second major use of electricity 
in maintaining the winter laying ef­ 
ficiency of your flock is for water 
warmers. As an egg is about two- 
thirds water, much if not all of the 
benefits of electric lights will be lost 
if your hens are not provided with 
an adequate and regular supply of 
water at the proper temperature— 
a minimum of approximately 50 de­ 
grees. The safest and most conveni­ 
ent methoc of warming the water is 
with electrical heaters, the immer­ 
sion type with thermostat control be­ 
ing preferred because of its ease of 
handling and freedom from atten­ 
tion. 
What will poultry lights and water 
warmers cost you? Excluding wir­ 
ing. and with power at five cents per 
kilowatt-hour, the lights Will *ur> 
from 1/10 to 3/10 cents per bird pc- 
month, depending on the schedule 
you use. Water warmers, at the same 
rate, will cost from one to five cents 
each per day, the average being near­ 
er the lower figure. When used from 
about September 1 to April 1, lights 
and water warmers will give you a 
net gain in income of 25 to 50 cents 
per hen per y e a r — frequently more. 
Full information on the wiring and 
lighting of poultry houses can be ob­ 
tained from your state college or uni­ 
versity, or from the equipment man­ 
ufacturers.

ENDING and making clothes al- 
ays is a b,g job on the average 
farm. But it becomes even more of a 
chore during the school term when 
the youngsters more than ever must 
be neatly and carefully dressed. Un­ 
doubtedly, this is one of the principal 
reasons why a sewing machine still is 
considered a real household necessity 
by three of every four families living 
in rural areas. 
Of course, there are other explana­ 
tions for the continued popularity of 
this century-old household appliance. 
Despite the universal availability of 
cheap ready-to-wear clothing, many 
farm wives — especially those with 
large families—find it more econom­ 
ical to make many clothes at home. 
Then too, home sewing makes it pos­ 
sible to obtain an individuality of sty­ 
ling and design not usually found in 
cheaper ready-made articles. 
Unfortunately for the womenfolk 
of the farm, a Government study 
shows that only from 10 to 30 per cent 
of the sewing machines in rural 
homes throughout the country are 
electrically driven. A foot-operated 
machine is tiresome to run and this 
lessens the amount of sewing which 
can be done in a given time. Also, 
because of its necessarily irregular 
operation, such a machine seldom 
produces articles as perfectly finished 
as does one driven by electricity. 
The farm wife need not wait until 
her present sewing machine is worn 
out to enjoy the advantages of elec­ 
tric power. A small motor can be at­ 
tached with very little trouble and 


expense, and will give entirely satis­ 
factory service Of course, the m ajor­ 
ity of new machines can be purchased 
with motor drive. 


8ew ing really becomes a pleasure 
when done electrically. 


Power requirement' of an electric 
machine are so small that energy con­ 
sumption seldom will exceed one kw.- 
hr. per month (usually less) even 
when much sewing is done. At the 
average domestic rate, this is less 
than five cents. It is difficult to im­ 
agine much greater ease and conven­ 
ience for so little money.
